N Sold and Silver were Stampt wich new Motto's.and Jnſcriptions, that is to ſay, 

One Piece of e luppoled to be of the value ok Twenty ſhillings Sterlimg, to be 

called the Twenty ſhillings Piece, Stamped on the one ſide with a Croſs, anda Palm, 

and Tawꝛel, with theſe woꝛds, (The Commonwealth of: England:) and on the other: fide 

with a.Croſs and Harp, with thele wozds (God wirh-us ;) One other Piece of Gold. money 

of Ten ſhillings, to be called 85 705 —— Piece; and one other Piete ot᷑ Gold⸗ money 

ot Five ſhillings, to be called Hillings Piece, with the ſame Wozds, Inſcriptions, 

1 res, and Arms on each lide as the fozmer. And fo: Dilver-moneys, Pieces of Five 

Do ſhillings, and Pieces of Two ſhillings fir pence, and Pieces of Twelve pence, and Pieces 

of Sirpence, having the ſame Wozds, Yuſeriptions, Pictures, and Arms on each ſide 

-AS the foznier; alſo Pieces of Two pence, and one penny, having the ſame Pictures and Arms as the fozmer, with⸗ 
dut any Wozvs92 Inſcriptions; and the halt penny, havingon the one fide a Croſs, and on the other ſide a Harpe. 
- Whirh ſeveral Copns of Gold and Silver were appointed by tie late Uſurpecs, topaſsin all Receipts and Pap⸗ 
ments, as other lawful and currant Moneys uſed to do, and have attoꝛdingly bern uſed in all Commerce and Traf- 
lick ever lince Pur Return: Nevertheleſs, Me cannot vut take notice that theſe Coyns were Stamped, not onely 
without, but againſt Our Authoꝛity, and were intended beetl ze late Uſurpers. as a high.

Motto s, and Juſcriptions afozeſaid, and are of the like Standart and Allay with the reſt of the Currant Moneys 
of this Pur Realm, ſhall from hencefozth, and until the laſt day ol November now nert enſuing, be received anduſed 
in all Payments as lawful Money of England, andſo are hereby made and declared to be accoꝛding to their ſeveral 
and reſpective Rates and Ualues, foꝛ which they were Ate And that if any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhail hereafter 


pꝛeſume to Waſh, Clip, File, Counterfeit, oꝛ otherwiſe ahuſe any Coyns having the Stamps and Ympzeſsions 
afozeſaid, That then all and every ſuch offenders ſhall be ed againſt accoꝛding to the Laws and Statutes of 


Our Realm, made againſt ſuch perſons as Counterfeit, Waſh, Clip, File, o2 otherwiſe abuſc the lawful and 
currant Moneys of Our Realm, and ſhall ſuffer pains of death, and incur ſuch other Foꝛfeitures and Penalties 
as uſe to be inflicted in like caſes. And that Our Subjects may not continue long under the daily hazard of re⸗ 
ceiving falſe and adulterate Moneys, which are moze frequently and nſually to be found in the Coyns of the 
Stamps and Impꝛelsions afozeſaid ; We do further and declare Pur Royal Will and Pleaſure, That 
from and after the laſt day of November, now nert en no Moneys whatſoever,either of Gold oz Silver, having 
the Stamps and Impꝛelsions afozeſaid, ſhall at any timebe received, allowed, oꝛ taken as currant Money, noz 


ſhall the ſame be uſed in any Receiptsoz Payments Wwhatſoever,but ſhall from thencefo2th ceaſe to be lawful Money - 


of England; to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever. Nevertheleſs, that ſuch of Pur Subjects in whoſe hands 
theſe eys ſhall be found, atter the laſt day of November nertenſuing, may not ſuffer too great damage oz pꝛe⸗ 
judice thereby, We. are pleaſedfurther to declare, That all and every perſon and perſons who ſhall bzing any Gold 
o2 Silver Coyn of the Stamps and Impꝛelsions afozelaid, into Our Mint in the Tower of London, ſhall there 
receive the like quantity of lawful and currant Moneys, Weight foz weight, allowing onely foꝛ the Coynage.
